AT THE CRATER OF VESUVIUS 


One Look Into the Seething Mass Was 


Eaouf h and He Qukkly Left 


the Place. 


What follows is from d personal let- 


ter written by Professor George Con- 
ant, so well known in Coshocton but 
now a resident of Pasadena, Cal. 


"Before closing I think I will stop, 


to tell you of my climb up the smoke- 
mountain Vesuvius: -• After doing the 
Paris Fair I got into Naples early in 
the morning via Borne. After a plain 
breakfast (most all the breakfasts in 
Europe are plain,) I hired a cab and 
driver to take me to Pompeii. It was 
the hottest day I encountered while 
on the continent. 
I was driven 16 


miles over rather rough pavements, 
through narrow streets and along the 
coast of the beautiful bay of Naples, 
so often mentioned by travelers and 
poets. I had frequent glimpses of the 
black smoke and clouds of steam ris- 
ing from the faroff crater into whose 
hot abyssmal depths I hoped to look 
before the day was done. Oh! the 
scenes along that semi-circular shore, 
and through the suburban villages 
gsfeing now on the placid waters, now 
on the mountains, now on the human 
and animal life, by the way, was what 
the eager camera would give money 
to shoot at. 
Everybody along the 


streets and in the stores were busy, 
especially the beggars. J had to carry 
a pocket well loaded down with cop- 
per coins for emergencies.

hair hanging down her back, bare- 
footed and bareheaded ran beside the

cab that was bowling along over 
stones at a lively pace, and held out 
her hand for ten,centimes(two cents.) 
I aid not respond at once but she 
wouldn't "let up" but smiling kept 
on and on without appearing to get 
out of breath. After she had run a 
couple of blocks I thought she bad 
earned her money in the race, and put 
the two-cent piece in her baud. Her 
salam of thanks was worth five times 
the cost of the gift. 
That two cent 


piece would buy her a breakfast. 


I 
reached 
Pompeii 
at 
11:30 


a. m.. went into one of the most 
wonderful museums in the 
world 


containing among other relics of the 
buried city seven or eight bodies of 
wno were overtaken by the hot mud 
shower of 1800 ytars before. 
These 


bodies were preserved by the hot mud 
ashes. 
I walked for 90 minutes 


through the narrow streets of the 
exhurued city. I entered the palatial 
apdi tments of the rich and learned of 
that, period, where I saw well pre- 
served paintings on the walls, and 
elaborate mosaics m the linestof Ital- 
ian marble. I went into bake shops, 
drug stores, and bath rooms, and 
traveled ovei bowling floors and saw 
the big white marble balls used by 
the gay bowlers in making their ten 
strikes. 


JTour hundred men are employed by 


the Italian king to continue the ex- 
cavations. I could write pages of cap 
paper on Pompeii, but it would take 
me a day and an hour before I could 
begin my climb up to the steaming 
crater. 


I hired two horses, a guide, and a 


a boy for a rjde eight miles to th'e 
foot of the mountain. The boy was 
bare-footed ana ran or walked most of 


he time over hot paivements and 
sharp lava scaril, holding on to my 
horse's tail and frequently persuading 
the poor over worked animal with a 
sharp stick. The niercury stood at 
87 degrees and I pitied the 12 year old 
Dago as well as the beast. It was a 
glorious outlook, however—that view 
of the magnificent Bay of Naples, the 
shipping, I called to mind the farail* 
couplet, "My souF today -is far away 
sailing the Vesuvius Bay." 
Volums of history weighed me down 
in the contemplation. 


I reached the stone hut where I 


left my horse and where it was not 
possible for a horse or even a goat to 
climb farther; With my guide I wal- 
lowed in the fine pulverized lava sand, 
struggled and sweat before in the 
score of high mountains 
I have 


climed. I sauk for half a mile of the 
steep ascent way over my shoe tops. I 
reached the hard lava and zigzagged 
a mile and a half further. 
On nearr 
ing the summit, the ground grew hot 
and heated steam was coming out of 
holes and into my face on all sides as 
I plodded to reach the ragged edge of 
the crater. My shoes became SD hot 
that I hesitated about going farther. 
The sulphur fumes now choked me 
I forgot my burning feet, in the - en- 
deavor to breathe. 
I covered my 


mouth with my handkerchief, and 
was about to turn and run down the 
mountain for breath, when the guide 
said "We are here." The smoke and 
steam were so thick I took his word 
for it and was led to the very brink 
and looked over and down into the 
heil broth that was bubbling and 
sputtering on the horrible bottomless 
pit of brimstone and fire. One bilni- 
ing look was enough. I rose quickly 
from my knees, on which I had fallen 
to steady myself in leaning over the 
edge, and plunged down the steep 
slope without considering the order

of my going, nolding my breath till I 
reached the unsulphured air again. 
My strides were 16 feet, more or less, 
miring in the slippery, pulverized 
lava-sand, half way to my knees at 
each step. By the time I reached my 
horse there was a black cap of smoke 
and cloud upon the top of the moun- 
tain and the lightning was playing 
and the thunder rolling where I stood 
20 minutes betore. Oh! but it was a 
sublime experience and I would not 
sell out my knowledge of it for many 
times the cast. 


I mounted the hard saddle and with 


the tough muscled Neapolitan kid 
hold of my horse's tail made gooc 
time seven miles down the grade to 
where I told my cabman to meet me 
It was now sunset but what a glow of 
colors illuminated the western hon 
zon -where the Mediterranean sei 
kissed the blushing sky. The cab 
drive for 15 miles in the gloaming 
through the dimly lighted street, 
filled with children, bare-headed wo 
men, little donkejs drawing big carts 
and flocks of goats driven in fiom th< 
pastures to be milked, was a ftttinj 
"round-up" df the most extraordmar 
scenes of any day of my 18,000 mil 
itinerary. 


They told me in the morning at thi 


hotel in Naples I couldn't visit Pom 
peii and the volcanoes the same da 
if I went by horse and foot power, bu 
I did, nevertheless, and got to my ep 
icurean supper at the Grand hotel i: 
Naples at a quarter of nine. I rod 
in the cab 31 miles, on horseback 1 
miles and walked and climbed som 
six miles on a torrid day even fo 
'southern Italy. Yet the next day! 
was walking all over the big city 
sight seeing.
